Response to Amendment 

L Applicant's amendment filed February 18, 2004 has been entered. Claims 1 and 46-50 
have been amended. Claims 34-44 and 51-53 have been canceled. New claims 54-90 have been 
added. Claims 1-33, 45-50 and 54-90 are pending in the instant application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or suggest a process for molding a bicycle wheel rim including, applying on an inner part 
of a mold a predetermined number of layers of structural fiber fabric incorporated in a plastic 
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matrix, arranging an inflatable bag on the layers, folding a first selected number of the 
predetermined layers on the inflatable bag, leaving the remaining predetermined number of 
layers free, applying a core over the folded layers, folding the remaining predetermined number 
of layers over the core, applying an outer mold, inflating the inflatable bag to press the layers 
against the mold and curing the plastic matrix to form the bicycle wheel rim.
